members of prominent Lafay ette fam­ 
ilies. ever dreamed that he was any ­ 
thing but a cultured and refined y oung 
man worthy of being entertained in 
the best of home« . At the Y. M. C. A., 
where he had a room, he was highly 
respected and every where he was in­ 
troduced here he made 
a most favor­ 
able Impression. 
Hix and a y oung woman of social 
rank were engaged. 
When she learn­ 
ed that he had been arreated and was 
a ex-convict, she fainted and for a 
time was prostrated. 
Her father in­ 
terviewed Hix, and for the first time 
since his arrest he broke down and 
cried as he tried to explain to the 
girl's father why 
he had refrained 
from revealing to her his past life. 
Hix say s when he came here he de­ 
termined to lead a proper life, but was 
unable to refrain from the temptations 
that beset him. While he does not ad­ 
mit any specific burglary , he admits 
that he has been leading a double life, 
and that he will go back to Jefferson­ 
ville reformatory from whence he was 
parolpd. and will serve out the eleven 
y ears remaining in his term of two to 
fourteen y ears for grand larceny .
